ASSISTING PARENTS TO 
COMPLY WITH LAW 





With the opening of the schools 
for the fall term the Public School 
Protective League has distributed 
from its San Francisco and Los An- 
geles offices blanks for the use of 
parents who do not desire to have 
their children physically examined in 
the public schools. 

At the last session of the legisla- 
ture, the physical examination law 
was amended to provide that any par- 
ent may file annually with the prin- 
cipal of the school in which the child 
is enrolled a statement to the effect 
that the parent will not consent to 
physical examination, and thereupon 
the child is exempt from any physi- 
cal examination. As the law does 
not provide that blanks for such pur- 
pose must be provided by the school 
authorities, the league has under- 
taken to place them in the hands of 
parents throughout the state who de- 
sire to claim exemption. 

“There is an increasing demand 
on the part of parents,” says Dr. 


L. P. Crutcher, the president of the 
league and a practicing physician, 
“for the right to decide whether or 
not their children shall be subjected 
to physical examination. This is, no 
doubt, because examinations carried 
on in the schools have generally ac- 
complished very little in the right 
direction and much in the wrong. 
“A similar matter which 1s also of 
particular interest to parents at this 
time is Constitutional Amendment 
No. 6, prohibiting compulsory vac- 
cination of school children, which he 
league has placed on the November 
ballot. This proposed measure does 
not attempt to prohibit vaccination 
or any other form of medical treat- 


ment. Neither does it interfere with 
health, sanitation and quarantine 
laws. 


“Its only purpose is to take com-— 


pulsion and coercion out of vaccina- 
ticn and give parents the right to 
say whether they shall have vaccina- 
tion for their children, and the very 
great interest which parents have 
shown in it means that they are 
thinking about these questions and 
are determined to reserve to them- 
selves the right of medical as well 
as religious freedom.” 

The league announces that its cam- 
paign committee is now at work 
throughout the state acquainting 
voters with this measure.
